TOWN MEETING, HELD MARCH 7, 1910. 


Agreeable to a warrant issued by the Selectmen of Belling- 
ham, dated Feb. 19, 1910, and properly posted by the Constable 
and proper return made thereon. The legal voters met in the 
Town Hall, March 7, 1910, at ten o’clock a. m. and proceeded 
to business, by the Clerk reading the warrant at that time and 
Article 1: To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Warren E. Fairbanks was chosen for that office. 

_Article 2. To bring in their votes on one ballot for the fol- 
lowing Town Officers: Town Clerk for one year ; Town Treasurer 
fOr ivyear; 3 Selectmen for 1 year; 1° Overseer of Poor for 3 
years; 1 Assessor of Taxes for 3 years; 1 School Committee 
for 3 years; 4 Constables for 1 year; 2 Library Trustees for 3 
years; 3 Fence Viewers for 1 year; 1 Tree Warden for 1 year; 
1 Cemetery Committee for 3 years; 1 Collector of Taxes for 1 
year; 1 Auditor for 1 year. Also on the same ballot, to answer 
the following question: ‘‘Shall license be granted for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in this town?”’. “Yes” or “No.” The polls 
to be opened at 10 o’clock a. m. and may be closed at 2'0’clock p. 
m. 

Under this article, the balloting commenced at 10.15 o’clock, 
the election officers consisting of Carroll F. White and P. Joseph 
Murphy, who had charge of the ballots and check list and Orville 
C. Rhodes and Edward O’Rourke had charge of ballot box and 
check list. For tellers, Charles S. Carter, Granville N. Douglass, 
Timothy E. Foley and Michael F. Ryan, all to take a part in the 
election, had been sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties by the Town Clerk, beforé commencing balloting. At 2.30 
o’clock the Moderator and Town Clerk thought it advisable to 
open the ballot box, which was done, and 100 ballots taken out and 
given to the tellers to sort and count. At 3.30 o’clock it was voted 
to close the polls at 3.45 o’clock. — Polls were closed, the check 
list audibly counted and 116 names found checked, the same 
number was on the check list used by the ballot clerks and 116 
ballots found in the box. The ballots were canvassed by the 
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tellers and at the close of the meeting the Moderator declared 
the election of the following town officers for the ensuing year:

Voted him the authority and his salary be 1 per cent. of all taxes

A bill of Cornelius Allen’s of $35 for use of well for 
7 years was presented. Voted: The School Committee pay the 
bill from their appropriation.

Voted: The town to pay for the bond. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to buy an apparatus 
to spray the town trees as recommended by the Tree Warden, or 
act or do anything thereon. 

Article 13. Voted: To pass over. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to accept or reject 
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the By-Laws, as presented by the Committee to draft such laws 
for the town, or act or do anything thereon. Voted: The con- 
sideration of the By-Laws be left to a town meeting to be held 
June 25 at 7.30 o’clock p. m. 

Meeting adjourned to June 25, at 7.30 p. m.

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Auditor’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: | 


GENTLEMEN :—In submitting this my third and final report 
as your Auditor, I wish to thank you and the several boards 
with whom I have come in contact for their generous treatment, 
and would bespeak for my successor the same or even better than 
was accorded me. 


I would recommend that in making your appropriations for 
the coming year that they be made in accordance with recent 
legislation. Viz:—Make the appropriation sufficiently large to 
cover the needs of the department, including the salaries, which 
heretofore have been paid out of the Town Officers’ appropriation, 
but which belong to and should be paid from departmental ap- 
propriation, so that you may do away with the emergency fund, or 
at least the manner in which it is used at the present time, and 
maintain it for emergency purposes only, but not to be drawn 
upon to meet the deficiencies of departments. The appropriations 
of 1910 seem to me to be sufficiently large if judiciously disbursed. 


In closing I urge that something be done the present year 
towards taking action on the following: 


CHAPTER 598, ACTs oF 1910. 


AN AcT RELATIVE TO THE AUDITING BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE. 
BUREAU OF STATISTICS OF MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Any town at a town meeting lawfully called for 
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the purpose, and any city by vote of its city council, may petition 
the director of the bureau of statistics for an audit of its accounts ; 
and the director shall, as soon as possible after the receipt of such 
petition, cause the audit to be made. 


SECTION 2. At the time of making the audit of the accounts 
of any town as provided for in section one of this act, the director 
of the bureau of statistics shall prescribe for that town such a 
system of accounts as in his judgment will be most effective in 
securing uniformity of classification in the accounts of the towns 
of the commonwealth, and shall oversee the installation thereof. 


SECTION 3. Any city in the commonwealth, by vote of its 
city council, may petition the director of the bureau of statistics 
to oversee the installation of a system of accounts approved by 
him; and the director, as soon as possible after the receipt of 
such petition, shall oversee the installation of such system of 
accounts. 


SECTION 4. The director of the bureau of statistics, for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act, may, subject 
to confirmation by the governor and council, from time to time 
appoint additional assistants who shall receive such compensation 
as the governor and council may approve. 


SECTION 5. ‘The said director, upon the completion of an 
audit made under the provisions of this act, shall render a report 
to the city government or the board of selectmen, as the case may 
be, embodying the results of his findings, with such suggestions as 
he may deem advisable for the proper administration of the city 
or town finances. 


SECTION 6. ‘The expenses incurred under this act shall be 
paid in the first instance by the commonwealth; and the treasurer 
and receiver general shall thereupon issue his warrant, as provided 
in section thirty-four of Part I of chapter four hundred and 
ninety of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and nine, requir- 
ing the assessors of the cities and towns concerned to assess a 
tax to the amount of the said expenses, and the said amounts 
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shall be collected and paid over to the treasurer and receiver 
general in the same manner as other state taxes.

Report of the Superintendent of Highways. 


To the Selectmen of Bellingham: 


GENTLEMEN :—By vote of the town, laborers on the streets 
were paid $1.80 per day and teams $4.50, which is a raise of 20 
per cent. or in other words the laborers received $350 of the ap- 
propriation for which the streets received no benefit. 

Consequently with the smaller amount of money available 
(as was suggested by you) no permanent piece of gravel road was 
made as has been made for the past three years. 

A new bridge has been erected at Crimpville. It is of the 
best material and built in a thorough manner and will last for a 
long time without repairs. 

The piece of street near Mr. Barrows’ place which was con- 
sidered dangerous has not been finished. Permission was given by 
the owner of the land through which the street passes, to clear the 
trees and bushes from his land, so as to give a clear view of the 
curve and eliminate all danger at this point in the street, but the 
amount of money appropriated to grade a new piece of street 
across this curve was probably not half enough to do the work, 
consequently it had to be dropped. 

Through some misunderstanding, the piece of sewer work at 
Caryville was not finished. The part from Pearl street, north, 
was put in and Mr. Camp tells me it is satisfactory, and arrange- 
ments have been made with Mr. Spear for the town to pipe the 
surface water, which collects near Mr. Fairbanks’ and Mr. How- 
arth’s land across Hartford street and connect with a sewer recent- 
ly laid by Mr. Spear and effectually remedy all trouble at this 
point in the street.

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Tree Warden’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: ; 

In the report of 1910 I recommended that the town own its 
outfit for tree spraying for the removal of gypsy and brown tail 
moths and elm leaf beetles. According to this recommendation 
$250 was appropriated for this object. It is the duty of the 
Tree Warden to look after the elm leaf beetle; the care of the 
work for the suppression of the gypsy and brown tail moths comes ~ 
to the person appointed by the Selectmen and approved by the 
State Commission. As the appropriation was consolidated, I 
will make a report in detail of the labor expended for the ex- 
termination of the elm leaf beetle under the report of the com- 
missioner for the suppression of the gypsy and brown tail moths. 
Only a few trees have been trimmed because it was not always 
easy to procure help at the needed time. 

My attention was called to two elms which the abutters 
thought were dangerous. A hearing on one has been held, and 
it was condemned and permission was given for cutting; the fate 
of the other is pending at present. By authorization of the Se- 
lectmen, the Tree Warden notified all property owners to care for 
their own trees in respect to the pests. Once more your atten- 
tion is called to the fact that all trees in the highway are, accord- 
ing to law, shade trees, and must not be cut or mutilated with- 
out consulting the Tree Warden.

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Report on Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths 


To the Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—By referring to the report of last year you 
will see that the ‘“‘scouting” had not been completed and also you 
will find mentioned one tree, that had many colonies of gypsies on 
it, and the question as to the method of treatment. ‘The state 
ordered the destruction of the tree by cutting and burning with 
oil. Consequently we were obliged to purchase a burning outfit 
and oil; after permission to cut had been obtained from the own- 
er, the trree was destroyed as ordered. ‘The expense of this work 
was far in excess of anything we had anticipated. In last win- 
ter’s scouting (Jan. 1910 two nests of brown tails and five 
colonies of gypsies were found; these trees were bound with 
burlap and cared for according to suggestions of the Deputy State 
Commissioner. For the present year the scouting is finished; we 
have found as many as 200 brown tail nests; all have received 
attention but not all are destroyed as yet. The gypsy moth has 
been found in four places, three of these being new localities. 
The State Commission is changing its method of treatment for 
the new colonies discovered and the work is expected to be better 
and cheaper by the use of “tanglefoot” instead of burlap. In regard 
to the work for the destruction of the elm leaf beetle, I was fortu- 
nate in securing excellent assistants in the persons of Mr. Wm. 
Grant of Woonsocket and Mr. Wm. Burr of this town. We began 
operations June 14, with our newly purchased ladders, spraying 
apparatus and 400 lbs. of arsenate of lead; of this quantity we 
have on hand at the present time, 100 lbs. We worked portions 
of twelve days and sprayed 303 trees for the town and 19 for 
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private parties. To know that the spraying was successful we 
had only to look at the trees thus treated and those on which 
no work had been done. We would recommend that the coming 
year the town spray all trees for private parties, as their desire 
may be known to the superintendent, at as near cost as is pos- 
sible to estimate. |

The way I look at 
this matter is that this sum of money should have been paid to the 
Treasurer of the town, he giving his receipt therefor, and then for 
this Agent to put the bills outstanding into the town through 
the proper channels for approval. By this method a proper 
balance conld have been rendered.

| School Committee. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


T'o the School Committee of Bellingham: 


The seventeenth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith presented. 

If the number of students now attending high school be 
taken as a standard by which the merits of your schools may — 
properly be judged, then they are in most excellent condition. 
There are at present somewhat more than forty young people in 
attendance upon high schools or other schools of secondary grade. 
This is certainly a very creditable showing and indicates a’ high 
appreciation of the value of an education. It also shows com- 
mendable energy and ambition on the part of the students as 
well as a fine spirit among the parents. 

The large number of names on the roll of honor is another 
very encouraging fact. A pupil who attends school a whole 
year or even a term without being either absent or tardy is entitled 
to much praise, and it also reflects credit upon the family. The 
number of pupils having a perfect attendance record is very 
much larger than in most towns of the same size. This fact was 
impressed upon my mind by a recent examination of a large 
number of school reports in which a roll of honor was printed. 

There have been some changes in the corps of teachers since 
my last report. Miss Quimby of the Massey intermediate school. 
was compelled to give up teaching on account of a quite serious 
difficulty with her hearing. Her trouble grew rapidly worse dur- 
ing the latter part of the year. Miss Grace Blackman, a graduate 
of the Fitchburg Normal School, was secured to fill the vacancy. 
There have been two changes at South Bellingham. Miss Met- 
calf resigned to accept a position in North Attleborough, and 
Miss Howard went to Franklin, both at much larger salaries. 
Miss Lula Coleman succeeded Miss Metcalf, and Miss Marion 
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Straw, a graduate of Gorham Normal School, followed Miss 
Howard. 

The loss of these two teachers this year and Miss Snow last 
year, emphasizes the impossibility of keeping good teachers at 
our present salaries. Only two classes of desirable teachers are 
available to fill any of our vacancies below the three principal- 
ships—young teachers who wish to secure experience without re- 
gard to salary and teachers from the three states north of us who 
prefer to teach in Massachusetts. One of the other towns in the 
district, Mendon, made a slight increase in salaries last year, and 
it is to be hoped that Bellingham will soon do likewise. 

There has been rather more than the usual amount of sickness 
during the past year. Measles prevailed at North Bellingham 
during the last part of last winter, and there have been scattered 
cases of scarlet fever, diphtheria, and mumps at South Bellingham 
this winter. On account of its nearness to Woonsocket, South 
Bellingham is exposed to special danger from contagious diseases. 
In any city, and especially a manufacturing city, there are some 
cases of contagious diseases practically all of the time. ‘There- 
fore it becomes necessary to exercise unusual care in this part of 
the town. In dealing with any disease like diphtheria or scarlet 
fever, it is better to be safe than sorry, and we have acted accord- 
ing to-this principle. Pupils have not been readmitted to school 
until two weeks after the house has been released from quarantine, 
and even then a physician’s certificate has been required. Schools 
have not been closed, for it is now quite generally believed that 
children are safer in school than on the street. If schools are 
in session, the pupils are prevented for at least five hours of the 
day from visiting houses where disease exists and from playing 
with children who are just recovering. In fact, by far the most 
dangerous period in a case of scarlet fever is after the patient is 
well enough to go out and play. After the first one or two cases 
at South Bellingham, the children were reasonably careful, but 
there is never any danger of being too careful. Parents should 
insist that their children keep entirely away from all places under 
quarantine. When a house is quarantined, the children of the 
family should remain on their own grounds, and under no 
_ circumstances should they be allowed to play with other children. 
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While contagious diseases can not be wholly eliminated, it is 
possible by proper precautions to materially reduce the danger 
from them. 

There are some problems in discipline at the Massey school 
which are not so simple as they might seem at first glance. Some 
smoking has occurred at recess and during the noon hour. Other 
conduct no less objectionable has come to our attention from time 
to time. The teachers have exercised due vigilance, but it is im- 
possible to effectively watch that area of young growth back of 
the buildings. A boy can get out of sight in ten seconds if he 
wishes to do so. It is a misfortune that surroundings so beau- 
tiful—surroundings which would be a veritable paradise to the 
city child—should be so misused. It is quite probable that it 
will be necessary to make and enforce some rather stringent regu- 
lations in the spring. My purpose at this time is merely to give 
a hint to those parents who wish to take the matter up with their 
own children. | 

Last winter Miss Bragdon very kindly offered to teach 
sewing to those girls who desired instruction in the subject. ‘The 
girls manifested a very commendable interest, and the work is still 
being carried on with excellent results. Miss Jackson is now 
teaching her girls sewing and stenciling, correlating the same with 
the work in drawing. ‘This is a splendid thing for the girls, es- 
pecially those who bring their dinners, as the noon hour may thus 
be passed pleasantly and profitably. It also shows a fine spirit 
on the part of these teachers and a generous, whole-hearted service. 

And this suggests the basis on which parents should judge 
teachers. If their service is generous and whole-hearted—and 
in the vast majority of cases it is—then parents should be gen- 
erous in their judgment. ‘Teachers, hike all human beings, make 
mistakes, but as a class they are earnest, diligent, and self-sacrific- 
ing. In the character and merits of its teachers, Bellingham is 
particularly fortunate. 

We still have our problems, but with the continuance of the 
kindly co-operation of parents, teachers, and committee, their 
solution is assured.
